The Hodgson Portable Houses are easily erected by unskilled labor with 
the aid of our ‘‘Special Key Bolts’ that are tightened with one blow of a hammer, and when 
tightened the sections are absolutely secure. There are no nuts to rust or require a wrench to tighten. 

RIGIDITY. The Hodgson construction does not depend entirely upon the key bolts to hold the 
sections together—they interlock in such a manner that little strain comes on any one part, making the 
house capable of withstanding the strongest winds and heaviest storms. 

INTERIOR. The Hodgson Portable Houses are lined with a heavy waterproof fibre, making a 
beautiful interior, sanitary, washable, damp proof and odorless—absolutely wind proof, making a house 
that is easily heated in winter and cool insummer. (See page 32.) 

DURABILITY. The Hodgson Portable Houses have a frame of Oregon Pine and Red Cedar, 
which is covered with a special Red Cedar Rabbeted Weather Boarding. The lumber is absolutely free 
from knots and defects, and with three coats of the very best oil paint makes a strong, light and durable 
construction that is found only in a Hodgson Portable. 

THE ROOFS are made of Red Cedar Rabbeted Boarding, and the nails used in constructing 
them are galvanized. [hey are made in sections and thoroughly painted. We have used this roof con- 
struction for many years after experimenting extensively with all kinds of roofing materials, including can- 
vas, galvanized iron and rubber or ready roofings, all of which are unsightly and not durable or practical 
for portable houses. We guarantee our roofs to be tight and to stay so for years. 


THE FLOORS are strongly constructed of spruce joist covered with matched Southern Hard 
Pine, making a strong, durable floor, free from defects. The floors in all our houses are the same, and in 
our garages they easily stand up under the heaviest touring cars.

We give you your choice of our sun parlor windows that open up the entire 
window (See page 34), or the regular double hung window—both absolutely storm proof and practical. 


THE DOORS. The Hodgson Portable Houses have 14 inch panel or glass doors. The front door 
is fitted with Sargent’s best three tumbler brass face locks and brass plates and knobs, and hung on brass 
finished hinges. The hardware throughout is of a quality found in the best residences. 


HIGH QUALITY AND LOW COSTS. Our lumber is milled where it grows, and our 
connections with the largest Red Cedar mills enable us to buy at the very lowest market prices. It is 
supplied to us in a form that incurs absolutely no waste and reduces the cost to a minimum. It is put 
together by New England mechanics—well known to be the most thorough workmen to be found any- 
where in the United States, yet whose wages are less than mechanics receive in other parts of the country.

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SIX YEARS OF EXTREME EXPOSURE 


My Hodgson portable house has been up six years. The roof has been painted once each year; the sides and ends once every second year. Otherwise it has 
had no attention. It has not moved an inch since erection, and is as good today for all practical purposes as the day I received it. It stands at an altitude of 1,000 
feet—30 feet from the edge of a cliff dropping 500 feet—exposed to very high winds and heavy rains, and to a temperature ranging from the heat of summer to 25 
below zero in winter. 

The snow is often six feet deep around it, and in the summer our heavy thunder storms 
bring with them floods of water. With the thermometer registering below zero outside, we 
have had a temperature of 75 degrees inside within thirty minutes after starting a fire in a 
sheet-iron upright stove, burning wood. 

A feature of especial delight are the ventilators. The house has been closed for 
months at a time, and yet on opening it the air in the rooms has been found to be as sweet 
and pure as that out of doors. Jn the summer of 1908 it lay in the center of a hurricane 
that uprooted trees and unroofed houses in the vicinity, and we suffered no damage. 

The pleasure my husband and I and our guests have derived from the use of our house 
at all times of the year cannot be exaggerated. The house is situated at Clear Lake, 
Putnam County, New York.

How to Figure the Cost of a HODGSON PORTABLE COTTAGE With as Many 
Large or Small Rooms as Required, With Porches, Ells, Sun Parlors, Etc. 


First Unit Without Windows or Doors 


This drawing represents the first unit or room made either 10 ft. wide x 12 ft. long 
or 12 ft. wide x 12 ft. long. To enlarge the house, it will be necessary in all cases to 
use this first unit in order to add additional rooms, porches, sun parlors, ells, etc. You 
will notice that the drawing shows the sections that are used to make up this unit 
Practically all of these sections that form the front, back and sides are 6 ft. wide, there 
being eight in this first unit. In each one of these sections you can locate one or two 
windows with or without blinds, or one or two glass or panel doors, or leave the section 
blank without either windows or doors. Sun parlors are made by putting two sun par- 
lor windows (See page 34) in each 6 ft. section, with the exception of one, which 
will have a glass door and a window. In the price list in the back of this catalog you 
will find the price of this first unit in blank, as per drawing, and to this price is added 
the cost of the windows, blinds and doors you desire, as per price list sheet.

ADDITIONAL 6 FT. UNITS This drawing represents an additional unit that is 
intended to add to the first unit, it being 10 ft. wide x 6 ft. long or 12 ft. wide x 6 ft. long.
